howovor, he was able to assist at. the 


first St. George’s Day dinnet in Shanghai. | 


At that period the British Consul had 
. his quarters in the nativo city, whoro tho 
Tuotai's yomen now is, and the foreigners

BALLOONING ACCIDENT AT 
: BAY VIEW. 

“Yesterday afternoon, another accident 
was added to the already long list of 
casualties ‘occasioned by ballooning, but 
fortunately the accident was nat so.asvere 
as was at first anticipated. Mr Stanley 
Spencer having advertised that he would 
make a balloon ascent and parachute de- 
scent at Bay View. yosterdsy, o . large 
crowd -of , spectators assembled at this 
ploasuro resort to witness the exhibi- 
tion. Special arrangements had been 
made for the accommodation of the 
spectators, & large marquee having been 
erected on tho lawn in front of tha Bay 
View Hotol, and the place had all tho 
appearance of a holiday resort at home on 
a Bunk holiday, Tho balloon used by Mr 


time, and about a quarter past six colock 
Mr Spencor placed himeelf in the iron rng 
of the parachute and gave the signal to Tet 
go, On being released, the balloon rose 
very rapidly, but it had only aseehded a 
distanco ‘of about two hundred feet when it 
was evident that something had gono wrong 


with the balloon, In asosnding the 
balloon was torn by ono of the _ bamboo 
props which kept it in position and thus 
made on outlet for the sir. This rendered 
the balloon very unstable and tha weight 
attached to a rope hanging from the 
top down one sido overbalanced the 
balloon, which: to the horror of 
the spectatora collapsed. Mr Spencer 
descended at a fearful- pace, and it 
waa only when 4 short distance from the 
ground that the psrachute opeied: very 
jslightly. He alighted with considerable 
force on a ledge of rock to the east of the 
kervsine tanks. A largo number of the 
spectators hasteried to the injured aéron- 
aut's assistarice, and on reaching the 
spot where he luy were sumewhat sur 
prised to observe that he had escaped 
with comparatively slight injuries. con- 
sidering the distanco of his. fall. Mr 
Spenoor had ‘retained: his presence _ of 
mind during the descent and alighting 
on his feat, the extent of his injuries was 
a fracture of the bones above tha ankle.

tempt appears to Le made by the manu- 
facturers in Japon to muinwin any stand- 
ard of quality.

‘Lhe lowest classes, eoolies, boat- 
people, agricultural labourers, practically 
wear no hose, while the vast majority of 
the better classes continue to use the nu- 
tive sock of foreign cotton cloth sewn into 
shape by nutive tailors. The, Canton 
market is supplied from Hongkong, and 
none of tho-Kuropoan firms deal in the 
goods.

REBELLION IN KUANGTUNG. 


According to lato advices from Swatow 
the rebellion in Kaochou and Leichou pre- 
fectures, Kuangtung, appeurs to be quite 
a serious one. The rebellion began about 
eight wevks syo in Shiht'ouch‘on (‘stone 
wall city ') in the formor prefecture, and as 
it was 8 popular movement against the 
official and moneyed classes, the ranks of 
the rebels were being constantly swelled 
by city mon who ‘were out of work and 
country people whose fields lay barren ond 
their families starving owing to the yamén 
runners enforcing the usual land” tax 
as in times of abundant harvest. Late 
last month the rabels of Leichou prefecture 
attempted to storm the district city of 
Sanch‘i but were repulsed by tho courage- 
ous Chihsein, who successfully led the town 
militia ogainat the robels until reinforce: 
mente camo from Leichou city itself. The 
iubabitants of the districts of Hsingi and 
Wuch‘uan, Kacchon prefecture, aro now 
also reported to be up in arms and joining 
the rebels; and the Jocsl military forces of 
the two profectures have had to retreat 
before the superior numbers of the rebela, 
who are not only well-armed but also well 
Ted. So serious appears to be the ctate -of 
affaira that Viceroy T'an, who was on sick. 
eave fortwo months, has had to submit 
to force of circumstances ‘and resume . his 
duties, one of the first of which waa to ap: 
point Brigadier-Genoral Chéng (the son of 
the late Commander-in-Ohief of Huangtung) 
to the chief command of tho 5,000 extra 
troops destined to operate against the_re- 
els, Shiht‘ouch8n 18 to be the first city 
attacked:-by the Government troops, and 
ag a portion of the disaffected districts are 
on the sea coast the Canton squadron hss 
been ordered to co-operate with General 
Ch6ng’s army.—N.-0, Daily News.
